“Hubert was simply in- 
credible, When he said that

eral law, which stated; 


property owner can dispose of 
household garbage on his own 
property by putting it in a 
hole and covering it with 6 
inches of soil and compacting, 
This is to be done each time 


garbage is placed in a hole. 
(B) Use your own transport- 
ation to haul garbage to Cof- 
fee County Landfill at New 
Brockton. The garbage will 
be covered and compacted and 


Commissioners promise such mess as .this will be removed this week. 


With Garbage Pick-Up April Ist 


a fee will be charged, (C) 
Use the garbage pickup ser- 
vice of Coffee County. 
The Health Department will be 
responsible for enforcing the 
law in cooperation with law 
enforcement officials, 

Cost of garbage bags to 
be used in county pickup will 
be 60¢, The cost of the bag 
includes pickup, and no other 
charge will be made,  Indi- 
viduals hauling garbage to the 
landfill will be charged: 40¢ 
per bag, $4.00 per pickup load, 
or $6,00 for load on 1-1/2- 
ton truck, Commercial haul- 
ers will be charged $11.00 
per load, while cities are to 
be charged 40¢ per family unit 
monthly, 

Stores and schools in rural 
areas will be served by Solid 
Waste Enterprises, Inc, of 
Enterprise, These commer- 
cial establishments will have 
garbage service for 75¢ per 
cubic yard, A four-cubic- 
yard container would cost $3 
each time it is emptied,

Looking down into the drain 
after all were removed, they

In the accompanying photo is 
an odd-shaped turtle that also 
came out of the drainage trap.

Coffee County Tax Assessor 
Fred Donaldson is retiring after 
16-1/2 years as Tax Assessor. 
In a letter to both Mr, Redding 
and Governor Wallace in Mont- 
gomery, Donaldson gave his 
reasons as his age and for 
personal reasons, His resig- 


nation will be in effect on 
April Ist, 
He cited Act 307 of the 


1977 session of the Alabama 
Legislature which allows an 
assessor to become a super- 
numerary Tax Assessor after 
reaching age 65, or serving 
in the office for 15 years, 
Donaldson noted that he 
qualified in‘ both these areas,

and Monday’s action was a small 
victory for the clever engineer. 

A Mr, Pelham addressed the 
commission during its morn- 
ing session and told the mem- 
bers if they cut back the num- 
ber of CETA employees pre- 
sently used, it will affect the 
county’s CETA funding for next 
year, The county has cut its 
CETA force from 48 to 35, 
and, according to Pelham, next 
year the county will have its 
funding cut to parallel the 
change, 

Pelham informed the com- 
mission that the employees 
could be transferred elsewhere 
in the county, and suggested this 
as an alternative to laying off 
the workers, The commission 
decided to transfer the CETA 
workers to other cities, andin- 
structed Commission Clerk 
Brunease Winston to call the 
cities and find out how many 
additional workers are needed, 


Mr, Duck Harden addressed 
the court and asked for a clar- 
ification on a recent ruling by 
the commission, In the ruling, 
the commission ordered Har- 
den to remove his abandoned 
ears from an abandoned road, 
Harden asked the commission 
to clean out a ditch alongside 
the road, but was told the road 
was abandoned and was no long- 
er county property. 

Harden then asked the com- 
missioners how they could teil 
him to move his cars, if the 
property is private and cannot 
be worked, 

The commission instructed 
Engineer Mullins to investigate 


the matter and look for a deed 
to the property.

***was presented with legal 
documents by Attorney Joe 
Pittman on behalf of Tax 
Assessor Fred Donaldson, 
(Donaldson is seeking reim- 
bursement for extra money 
spent during the recent re- 
appraisal work); 

***Read letters from Senator 
Jim Allen and Sen, John 
Sparkman informing the com- 
mission they would support 
Bill 1967 which would keep 
Social Security payments due 
quarterly; 

***approved a S.E,A.R,P.D,& C 
plan to seek federal funds to 
aid migrant farm workers in 
the state; 

***authorized Probage Judge 
James L, Sawyer to send out
